“Now, how the Princess Zichy came to find out ab out the necklace 
I don’t know, b ut I can guess. 
As you hav e just heard, ehe was at 
m e time a spy in the serv ice of the Russian gov ernment. 
And after 
they dismissed her she kept up her acquaintance with many of the 
iKussian agents in London. It is prob ab le that through one of them 
•he learned that the necklace was to b e sent to Moscow, and which 
•ne of the Queen’s Messengers had b een detailed to take it there. 
Still, I doub t if ev en that knowledge would hav e helped her if she had 
aot also known something which I supposed no one else in the world 
knew b ut myself and one other man. 
And, curiously enough, the 
•ther man was a Queen’s Messenger too, and a friend of mine. You 
must know that up to the time of this rob b ery I had always concealed 
my dispatches in a manner peculiarly my own. I got the idea from 
that play called ‘A Scrap of Pap er/ In it a man wants to hide a cer­ 
tain compromising document. 
He knows that all his rooms will b e 
•ecretly searched for it, so lie puts it in a torn env elope and sticks it

>me inside my riding-b oots, and small articles, such as money or jewels, 
I carried in an old cigar-case. After I took to using my case for that 
purpose I b ought a new one, exactly like it, for my cigars. 
But to 
av oid mistakes, I had my initials placed on b oth sides of the new one, 


and the moment I touched the case, ev en in the dark, I could tell 
which it was b y the raised initials. 
“Xo One knew o f this except the Queen’s Messenger of whom I 
spoke. 
We once left Paris together on the Orient Express. 
I was 
g o ing to 
Constantinople and he was to stop off at Vienna.

“Later, after the rob b ery, I rememb ered that I had informed this 
young chap of my secret hiding-place, and when I saw him again I 
questioned him ab out it.

Weapon With Which Goebel Was Shot 
Introduced in 
Evid e n c e . 


Georgetown, Ky., Dec. 19 .—For the 
first time since it sent a bullet speed­ 
ing on its fatal mission into the body 
of William Goebel, Jan. 30, 19 00, the 
Marlin rifle about which so much has 
been said was placed in evidence when 
Grant L. Roberts took the stand. It is 
now* in the custody of the court as an 
exhibit in the noted case. 
When the 
gun was brought into court it was 
found to have been carefully screwed 
up in a wooden box made for the pur­ 
pose of its preservation, the box 
wrapped in brown paper and the whole 
securely tied. 
Being extracted from 
its covering the gun, rusty and worn 
from non-use and lack of care, was ex­ 
hibited. 
The steel bullet and smok e­ 
less powder cartridges remaining in 
its magazine after that one shot had 
been fired, had been removed by Mr. 
Roberts before pack ing it and these, 
too, were filed as exhibits in the case. 
Arthur Goebel, brother of the mur­ 
dered man, sat sphinx-lik e watching 
every detail connected with the inci­ 
dent. 
Here at last was the horrible 
implement of death which had caused 
the untimely end of his famous broth­ 
er. Caleb Powers closely watched ev­ 
ery movement made. 
The moment 
was tense. 
Every eye was strained. 
What might be the outcome none 
could guess, and its effect on the fate 
of the noted prisoner was a matter 
problematical. 
That the defense ex­ 
pects to reap some benefit from the in­ 
troduction of the weapon is certain. 
That it may not so end is possible, for 
the man on the witness stand created 
the one flaw in the defense’s plan 
Grant Roberta would not identify the 
gun without q ualification. 
He was 
"pretty sure” that this was the long- 
missing rifle which he had bought 
from Clarence Fugazzi of Frank fort, 
but would not speak with absolute cer­ 
tainty. 
All parties gave the weapon 
a thorough examination, after which 
the bullets were nlark ed and the rifle’s 
number, 9 7,278, recorded. 
More inter­ 
esting developments in regard to this 
new piece of evidence are expected.

Army W a g o n W h ic h In su re s Ste rilize d 


S u p p ly Fo r Men In the Fie ld . 


Uncle Sam has adopted a water 
wagon for « irmy use which even wbeii 
it draws its contents from a much 
polluted stream provides his soldiers 
w ith a fine fluid w ith which to q uench 
their thirst says a Washington corre­ 
spondent of the Chicago Tribune. The 
secret of this is that the wagon in 
q uestion is nothing more or less than 
a complete filtering and sterilising 
plant 
on 
wheels. 
This 
sterilizing 
plant is eq uipped with a boiler for 
mak ing steam to operate the pump 
and the sterilizer, a complete set of 
boneblack filters and a reservoir for 
storing the sterile water. Along each 
side are seven faucets, so arranged 
that fourteen men can conveniently 
fill their canteens at one time. Only a 
few minutes are req uired for an en­ 
tire regiment to obtaiu its water sup­ 
ply. 
From four to six mules are req uired 
to draw this wagon. Its steam pump 
will suck water from any stream or 
well, and, no matter how muddy or 
full of disease germs it may be. it w ill 
automatically pass through the sys­ 
tem and not only issue perfectly clear 
and pleasing to the eye, but absolutely 
safe as well. Through a most ingen­ 
ious arrangement it is discharged al­ 
most as cold as when it pntered.

"I have been reading the proposed 
automobile race from New York to 
Paris overland under the auspices of 
the New* York Times and Paris Matin 
with more than an ordinary amount of 
interest, for I have been in that arctic 
country q uite a good deal and k uow 
something of the hardships that will 
have to be encountered,” said Samuel 
D. Williams of Portland, Ore., to a rep­ 
resentative of^he New* York Times at 
the Waldorf-Astoria the other day. 
"Such a trip appears to me to be per­ 
fectly feasible, although it will entail 
many hardships and necessarily much 
suffering unless great care is tak en by 
those sent 
06 the expedition. 
Much 
has been said about the construction of 
the machines, the gasoline and lubri­ 
cating oils that will not freeze and 
such other things of a mechanical na­ 
ture, and the comfort of the drivers 
themselves appears to have been en­ 
tirely overlook ed. This is a q uestion 
that should be tak en up before the 
machlues are started on their long 
journey, and in order that the drivers 
may have the benefit of the experience 
J of others wdio have spent many months 
in the arctic regions a few* suggestions 
might prove beneficial. 
"In the first place, it has been found 
that in order to get the l>est out of the 
situation and be as comfortable as pos­ 
sible under tbe conditions it is best to 
conform as far as possible with the 
customs of those who have already 
solved the problem of living la the arc­ 
tic regions. In this connection it seems 
that the value of reindeer sk in cloth­ 
ing has not always been k nown or as 
fully appreciated as it should be In 
: arctic explorations. 
"The Esk imo of arctic Alask a and 
northeast Siberia use hardly anything 
else, and nothing is so warm and light 
as their dress. 
There are slight local 
differences in the mak eup of their 
dress, but in general the men’s winter 
clothing consists of a single pair of 
| close fitting trousers, w ith the hair 
next to the sk in for cold and the re­ 
verse for ordinary weather; a pair of 
deersk in sock s, with the hair next to 
I the feet; a pair of boots with the hair 
out, with heavy sealsk in soles for hard 
| wear or deersk in soles for light w*ear; 
two artigges, or shirts, one with the 
hair next to the body and the other 
with the hair out and both w*ith close 
fitting hoods fringed with wolfsk in to 
break the wind from the face and 
nose, and a pair of mittens. 
"These are all made of the summer 
sk ins of the reindeer, and the whole 
outfit will pot weigh more than ten 
or twelve pounds. Over the sk in shirt 
| Is worn a kuow* shirt made of drilling, 
and sometimes a pair of drill trousers 
is w*orn over the sk in trousers to k eep 
the snow* from driving into the hair. 
"A belt is worn around the waist out­ 
side the shirt to k eep the cold air out 
| or, rather, to k eep the warm air 
1— 
This Is loosened when the person gets 
too warm. With this outfit well sewed 
and everything tight one can defy al­ 
most any degree of q old. 
"The weight of one’s clothing is very 
| telling In the days and week s of trav 
! cling through the snow* and over the 
rough ice, and the lightness of the 
! deersk in is one of its most important 
features. 
The sk ins are beautifully 
tanned and are soft and pliable. 
The 
heavy winter sk ius are seldom used 
for clothes, but mak e excellent sleep­ 
ing gear, either as mats or blank ets or 
made up as sleeping bags. 
Here also 
tlieir lightness and warmth are their 
chief recommendations.” 
Another thing concerning the comfort: 
and safety of the drivers was referred 
to by Mr. Williams in the necessity for 
tak ing care not to freeze exposed 
parts. 
"The difference betw*een care and 
lack of care In arctic travel is slight.” 
he said, "and the first letup is sure to 
bring Its reminder in the shape of a 
frosted toe or finger or a frozen nose. 
One must be on guard, and the slight­ 
est twinge in the nose or cheek must 
be heeded and circulation s tarted again 
by vigorous rubbing. 
"No part of the body req uires more 
attention than the hands and the feet. 
Sock s and boots must be well made 
and k ept thoroughly dry. 
Eveu the 
slightest perspiration will, if one stops 
too long, 
work disastrously. 
Both 
boots and sock s should be changed im­ 
mediately upon arriving at camp, and 
dry ones should be put on In the morn­ 
ing before starting out 
"The natives k now the Importance of 
this only too well, and if they see one 
Inclined to neglect these precautions 
they will insist on his tak ing his foot­ 
gear off. It Is the easiest tiling iu the 
world for a man to suffer severely In 
such a climate, but It is possible by 
good care and attention to avoid what 
one might call extreme suffering and 
go through the country with only the 
unavoidable discomforts, which a man 
soon learns to become accustomed to. 
"While speak ing of the arctic coun­ 
try let me say just one thing more. 
The hospitality of the people—the na­ 
tives, I mean—Is not excelled any­ 
where. 
It is never grudging. 
It is 
thrust upon you. 
The best they have 
and the best place in the house are at 
the disposal of the traveler. 
Often It 
Is embarrassing, for the natives are ro j 
insistent and generous that It is hard 
to refuse their offers.”

Indianapolis, Dec. 19 .—Suits for re­ 
ceivers will be filed Monday in the 
cases of the Bank of Fowler, the Cifc- 
izans’ bank at Ambia, and the Gootf- 
land bank at Goodland, according to 
Auditor of State John C. Billheimer. 
The bank s have been ordered closed 
under the private bank ing law enacted 
by the last legislature. Until Monday 
the state bank examiners will have 
charge of the three bank s. 
All of the bank s are owned by Dan­ 
iel P. Baldwin of Logansport and Wm. 
H. Dague of Fowler as partners. The 
capital stock of each bank is | 
10,000, 
and the action tak en by the auditor is 
due primarily, it Is said, to invest­ 
ments in Ark ansas timber lands by 
the owners of the bank s, and not to 
any general financial conditions. It is 
asserted that the owners of the bank 
have 
borrowed 
approximately 
five 
times the capital stock of the bank s, 
when, according 
to law, a private 
bank er may borrow a sum not to ex 
ceed 30 per cent of the capital stock 
Much of this money has been invested 
in land in Ark ansas. 
The minimum capital stock which a 
private bank must have according to 
law is $10,000. 
Although the auditor 
will give no figures now in regard to 
the assets and liabilities of the hank s, 
it is said that it will req uire approxi­ 
mately $9 0,000 to replace the capital 
stock of the bank s and pay all claims; 
in other words, to put the bank s in 
solvent condition. 
Daniel P. Baldwin of Logansport, 
one of the owners of the bank s, is well 
k nown in Indiana. 
At one time he
